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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment filed on June 7, 2010 has been entered. Claims 
1-6 and 19-29 are pending. Claims 7-19 are cancelled by the applicant. 

Response to Argument 

2. Applicant's arguments filed June 7, 2010 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) filed on July 28, 2010 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statements are being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-6 and 19-29 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts do not disclose identifying the 
presence of the watchdog device when the electrical device is connected to the 
network; configuring operation of the electrical device, wherein operation of the 
electrical device is authorized only in the presence of the watchdog device, and the 
configuring operation comprises recording, in a storage means of the electrical device, a 
public identifier of the watchdog device; and automatically disabling the electrical device 
if the watchdog device identified does not correspond to the watchdog device for which 
said electrical device was configured or if said network does not contain a watchdog 
device, as set forth in claims 1,19, and 27.
